It was 
“ne who prepared the lock canal plan 
approved by the minority of the board 
of consulting engineers, and in his tes- 
timony he has cleared up some of the 
points of doubt left in the minds of the 
committee concerning the proposed locks 
at Gatun, and about the feasibility of the 
lock projects upon all points save, per- 
haps, the estimates of expense and the 
dam at Gatun. 

With regard to the latter, Mr. Stearns 
is as positive of its permanency as a 
may could be. He places hig opinion 
against that of the engineers who have 
taken the other position, and there the 
matter stands so far as the committee 
is concerned. 

There is a 4ifference as to the cost 
of the ggeat areas of land wM&ch must be 
purchased by the government to accom- 
modate the lakes which are to form an 
important feature of the lock project. 
These will be created by the damming 
of the Chagres and other rivers. In their 
estimates, the supporters of. the lock pro- 
ject place these submerged lands at @ 
comparatively low figure. 

Iaying for Uncle Sam. 

The other engineers say this estimate 
should be increased bv $20,000,000 to 
* $30,000,000, for they anticipate that when 
the United States government becomes 4 
purchaser, these isthmus of Panama 
lands—valueless for all practical pur- 
poses—wi!l soar in value to a limit not 
now dreamed of. And that is a fair as- 
sumption, since everybody who owns 
property down there has for years been 
looking forward to the time when the 
Tnited States would become a purchaser, 
and the money to be secured from this 
government must run-the Panaman gov- 
ernment and its jand-owning citizens for 
all time to come. 

Time and cost count in favor of the 
lock project. Can the Gatun dam be 80 
constructed as to stand? That is the 
one question bearing upon that type of 
‘canal yet open. So far the burden of 
engineering testimony is against the 
dam. If all doubts on this score are 
settled by competent engineering testi- 
mony, there can be no doubt that the 
lock project will be finally adopted. 

But, in the opinion of those sena- 
tors who have made mosest study and 
analysis of the testimony so far deduced, 
that doubt has not yet been removed.

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NOTYELLOW FEVER, 
OCTORS DECLARE 


Suspicious Case at New Orleans 
ls Analyzed, 


Patient Who Had Been Ill Died Yes- 
terday, and an Autopsy, Held 
by Physicians of Three 
States, Declared Disease 
Not the Fever. 


* 


New Orleans, March® 1i8.—Unanimous 
agreement of the physicians from the 
visiting states of the south, of the local 
physicians and of the representatives of 
the United States that the patient did 
not have yellow fever was the result 
of the autopsy held today on the body 
of Jules Ebrenz, who died in the charity 
hospital, and whose case had been re- 
ported ‘as yellow fever by one of the 
local physicians. No other suspicious 
case exists in New Orleans today. 

Ebrenz was formerly a jeweler, but 
met with reverses and became addicted 
to intemperance. He was found ill in 
a St..Charles street lodging house nearly 
| two weeks ago, and on the 8th inst. re- 
moved to the charity hospital. Dr. Hai- 
sey, in charge of the ward, reported the 
case suspicious of yellow fever to Health 
Officer Kohnke, who in turn reported it 
to President Irion, of the state board 
of health. The cdse wag then referred 
to House Surgeon J. M. Batchelor, of 
the charity hospital; Dr. E. Denegre 
Martin and Dr, Hamilton P. Jones, who 
was in charge of the emergency hospital 
during the epidemic last year, Drs. 
Batchelor and Martin said the man was 
suffering from catarrhal jaundice. Dr. 
Jones’ opinion was that he had yellow 
fever. Thereupon President Irion, under 
his pledge of absolute pubficity, on 
Thursday telegraphed the health author- 
ities of Texas, Mississippi and Alabama, 
and invited them to come here. On Sat- 
urday the visiting and local physicians, 
with Dr. J. H,. White, of the marine 
hospital service, visited the patient, but 
owing to his critical condition, reached 
no conclusion. 


Autopsy Held. 


Last night the man died, and an autop- 
Sy was decided upon. It was held today 
in the presence of the doctors from the 
different states, of representatives of the 
marine hospital service and of a large 
number of local physicians, including the 
state and city health officials. The find- 
ing that the man had not died of yellow 
fever was unanimous, Dr. Jones, on 
whose opinion the visittng doctors had 
been called, agreeing to it. 

This official announcement was made: 

“New Orleans, March 18, 1906:—We, the 
undersigned physicians, representing our 
several states, invited by the Louisiana 
state board of health to examine the 
case of Jules Ebrengz, find, upon autopsy 
held this day at the charity hospital, 
that the case was one of cirrhosis of the 
liver, accompanied by jaundice and acuts 
nephritis, and that the man did not have 
yellow trever.’’ 

The announcement was signed by Dr. 
H. A. Gant, for the Mississippi board of 
health; Dr. W. H. Sanders, for the Ala- 
bama health board; Dr. W. R. Thomp- 
son, state quarantine officer of Texas; 
‘Dr. J. H. Florence, acting president ot 
the Texas health board; Dr. Hamiiton 
P. Jones, Dr. B&B. Denegre Martin, wr. 
J. M. Batchelor, Dr. W. C. Arnustrong, 
Dr. Chirion, president of the Louisiana 
nealth board, and Dr. Quitman Kohnkp, 
president of the New Orleans heaitn 
board. 

After the announcement the visiting 
health officers expressed themselves in 
high commendation of the attitude or 
publicity which the Louisiana authonifiés 
had assumed and expressed tneir full 
cenfidence in the measures taken to pre- 
vent a recurrence of the fever here. 


Advantage to South. 


Dr. Gantt, of the Mississippi health 
board, said: 

“This case, I think, has been of im- 
mense advantage to the whole south. It 
was promptly reported to us and we were 
enabled to come and make a full inves- 
tigation of it. Of course, we are grati- 
fled at the result. As to the future, we 
feel assured now that we shall be im- 
mediately adwised of any further sus- 
picious sickness and we have found that 
every arrangement has been adopted to 
restrict the spread of sickness if it does 
occur. Adequate methods of screening 
and disinfection have been adopted and 
I see no reason why, under the mos- 
quito theory in which we all agree, there 
should be any apprehension, with the 
precautions that have been taken, of @& 
serious fever visitation in New Orleans 
or elsewhere this year. In my opinion, 
there will be no necessity for the impo- 
sition of quarantine in the event that 
sporadic cases of yellow fever develop. 
I feel confident that such foci may De 
controlled witaout menace to the health 
of New Orleans or the surrounding 
states. I am especially pleased with the 
public sentiment I have found in New 
Orleans. I hawe been here at other times 
and I note a great change in favor of 
promptly reporting cases of suspicious 
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| or actual yellow fever.’’

Albany, N. Y., March i8.—Judge An- 
drew. Hamilton said tonight that he ex- 
pected to go to New York tomorrow to 
remain two or three days. He would 
not say what were his intentions as tu 
his visit, or whether he would see any 
member of the Fowler committee. whica 
has been investigating the internal  af- 
fairs of the New York Life Insurance 
Company. 

Friends of Judge Hamilton here ex- 
press doubt as to his going before the 
committee; questioning the propriety of 
his submitting himself to men whom he 
has characterized as he did the New 
York Life trustees in his speech before 
the legislative committee last week. 

Judge Hamilton tonight expressed the 
opinion that when the bills proposed by 
the Armstrong committee are reported 
they should contain a provision that no 
trustee kegislated out of affice next 
November as recommended by the com- 
mittee shall be éligible for reelection un- 
til a full year has elapsed. 

“The propriety of this is obvious,” 
said Judge Hamilton, ‘‘ang I believe a 
demand for it is coming to a head. 
You know we have adopted from the 
English common law the precaution thet 
no sheriff cin be freelected until a 
term of gervice has elapsed. The theo- 
ry is, and it applies equally to a trustee 
of a life insurance company, that the 
aheriff exercises such an immense power 
that he coulg at will command his re- 
election. So with these trustees, they 
are in a position which would enable 
them by favoring one and persecuting 
another, to command proxies to secure 
their reelection, if they see fit. This 
should be prevented by making their re- 
election itlegal. 

“I note that some of these gentlemen 
in New York say they do not know 
me. It certainly séems strange that 
any man should be in a position to 
spend very large sums of the money of 
which they are the legal guardians dur- 
ing @ long term of years and yet be to- 
tally unknown to them.”

ASHINGTON, D. C., March 18.— 

W (Special.)—Does graft follow the 

flag? This is a question being 
asked by members of the house com- 
mittee on insular affairs since they have 
had an opportunity to get a glimpse of 
conditions in Porto Rico as given them 
by Delegate Larrinaga, who represents 
the little island upon the floor of the 
house; by Mayor Todd, of San Juan, and 
by Mayor Buso, of Rumacao. 

Grave charges against American offi- 
cials are made in the testimony of these 
officials. Porto Rican resentment to- 
ward American rule is due, it is alleged, 


to the actions of Americans sent to ad-' 
So| 


minister over the island’s effairs. 
serious are these charges that Chairman 
Cooper is giving the matter -his personal 
attention, declaring that if conditions are 
as pictured, prompt _ steps 
things down there must 
taken,

Some Specifications. 

Among other charges brought by 
Messrs. Larrinaga, Todd and Buso, it 
is alleged that the American officials are 
generally extravagant; that an Ameri- 
can has been retained as an attorney at 
a compensation much higher than is 
warranted by the revenues of the island: 
that appropriations made to cover the 
cost of administration have been diverted 
to the pockets of the American officials; 
that places paying confortable salaries 
have been created and filled with Ameri- 
cans without any need or justification 
for such places; that public. buildings ere 
used as residences by AmMericans,. rent 
free, while the governmenta] departments 
to which these structures belong are 
compelled to rent ramshackle quarters 
which are by no means in Keeping with 
the needs of their occupants: that Amer- 
ican officials have been guilty of drunk- 
enness in public: that unnecessary ma- 
chinery has been purchased for Ppublie 
work and never used; and, finally, that 
annua] appropriations are made for a 
university which is not even in existence. 

In view of all these alleged facts, the 
Porto Ricans express the opinion that 
congress should authorize the creation of 
a.new governmental system, the princi- 
pal feature of which shall be another 
branch of the legislative body, modeled 
on the United States senate, which shall 
be elective, and which shall swpersede 
the present @€xecutive council, This coun- 
cil consists of eleven members,’ of which 
Six are Americans and the others Porto 
Ricans. 

With a High Hand. 

The Americans according to the na- 
tives, run things with a high hand. They 
are known as the governor's cabinet, and 
they meet at his palace twice a week to 
consider and pass on matters of legisla. 
tion. The Porto Rican members are not 
invited to these meetings, or expected to 
attend. The island's income from cust 
toms sources, emounting to approximate- 
ly $2,000,000 annually, is apportioned and 
expended by Governor Beckman Win- 
throp and the American members of the 
council, the native members being com- 
pletely ignored. The money was used in 
the building of roads and in the advance- 
ment of the island’s educational system. 
The Porto Ricans think the purpose to 
which it wes applied wholly commenda- 
ble, but believe they should have Had 
something tO say about the details of the 
matter. 


Legislation by Executive Council. 


Several specific instances of the same 
sort of procédure have been cited by 
Mayor Todd. ‘The legislature passed an 
appropriation act about a year ago,” 
said he. ‘“‘A month or two after the leg- 
islature adjourned, every department of 
the island had been provided with a 
paymaster, who had charge of the dis- 
bursements of the office. Later the ex- 
ecutive council] met and the American 
members decided to disregard the provis- 
ions of the appropriation act with refer- 
ences to the disbursing affairs and 
created a general disbursing office, thus 
doing away with the entire organization 
provided by the appropriation act. 
Porto Rican members of the council op- 
posed this action, but without effect; 
We claim that the treasurer of the island 
cannot disburse any public funds without 
authority by law. The American mem-! 
bers of the council have always held,| 
however, that they tad the right to) 
disburse moneys without any reference | 
whatever to the lower house, and have 
acted accordingly. It ig but natura] that 
a great deal of ill feeling should have re- 
sulted.”’ 


Public Buildings for Private Use. 


The act under which the island is gov- 
erned, known as the Foraker act, gives 
to the governor alone the right to occu- 
py a public building as a_ residence. 
“Notwithstanding this," said Mayor 
Todd, “other officials are using public 
buildings as residences, and that without 
the payment of a dollar in the insular 
treasury. The secretary of Porto Rico 
and his family, for instance, live in the 
building which by right belongs to the 
legislature, anti has lived there ever§ 
Since the first civil government was ¢s- 
tablished by the United, States, in 1900, 
The treasufer, the auditor, the commis- 
sioner of the interior and the commis- 
sioner of education, all occupy public 
buildings and pay the government no 
rent. Even their water supply and their 
Hghts are paid for out of government 
funds. Naturally, the people resent — 


\iilegal and irregular practices. While

the American officials are well-housed, 
the courts and many branches of the 
government are still accommodated in 
which are nothing short of 
disgraceful.”’ 

Governor Winthrop has entered a gen- 
eral denial in writing, but it is possible 
that congress wil] decide to go into the 
matter @espite his attitude.

DR BROUGHTON HINTS 


AT BIGGER BUILDING, 


Final. Day of Session Was Marked 
by Lange Orowds at Every 
Service, Despite the In- 
clemency of the 
Weather. 


A wonderful demonstration occurred 
yesterday afternoon at the Baptist 
Tabernacie during the address of Rev. 
Sam P. Jones, at which time he took 
eccasion wo say that the Bible confer- 
ence, then coming to a chose, was the 
greatest thing in the south, that ii 
Vahernacle had always stood for the 
simple exposition of the word of God 
end that its work both through the 
conference and its varied departments 
was known and praised from Maine to 


- California. 


He used neatly the whole of his ad- 
dress. with the exception of his charac- 
teristic humoroug sayings, to a eulogy 
of the work of the conference and praise 
for the pastor of the Tabernacle, Rev. 
Ivn G. Broughton. 

Hts remarks about the conference and 
Dr. Broiighton were received With 4 
gtorm of applause and much cheering 
was indulged in when he said “this Bible 
conference is the greatest blessing that 
Atlanta has ever Known. It has quick- 
ened her religious life as nothing else 
nas ever done. Its record this year, 
with thousands upon fhousands turned 
away from the doors for lack of room, 
is proof enough that Atlanta has arisen 
to acknowledge its acceptance of the 
truth of this statement.” 

When he had concluded fully five min- 
utes elapsed before he could resume his 
address.

I am going to give up the preachers and 
let them go to the devil—that is, if they 
want to. (Much laughter). 

“You have much to be thankful for 
in your pastor.

Why, if he were 
to get in bed with a saloonkeeper the 
saloonkeeper would kick him out in two 
seconds.

LWELY SESSION 
OF CITY COUNCIL 


Will Discuss Many Important 
Affairs of the City, 


Meeting Expected To Be Qne of the 
Most Interesting Held Recently, 
and There Will Doubtless Be 
Several Debates During 
the Afternoon. 


The Washington street viaduct, tne 
construction of sewers, caichpennies at 
Grant park, mosquitoes and gas fran- 
chises are some of the matters that will 
do much toward enlivening the session 
of the general council this afternoon. 
The indications dare that it will be one of 
the most interesting of recent meetings. 

The matter of gas franchises will be 
brought to the attention of council Dy 
Alderman James L. Key, who will pre- 
sent a resolution requesting City Attor- 
ney Mayson to investigate the claim of 
President W. L. Cosgrove that the fran- 
chises held by the Atlanta Gas Light 
Company are perpetual. The city at- 
torney will investigate with a view fo 
asceriaining the exact conditions that 
surround the franchises to the end that 
they may be taxed by the city if it is 
found possible to do so. 

The sewer matter will come up at 4 
joint report from the sewer committee, 
ef which Councilman Chosewood (1s 
chairman, an@ the committee on ordi- 
nances, of which Councilman Pomeroy is 
chairman. 


Three Sewers Provided For. 

The report will recominend that $10,- 
000 be expended in extending the Orme 
street sewer; that $14,500 be used in 
constructing the John street sewer and 
that $7,000 be spent in extending a third 
ward sewer. The $31,500 will be se- 
cured as follows, under the recommenda- 
tion of the committee: 

Twenty thousand dollars from the bond 
sewer fund, $8,000 from the fund set 
apart for the extension of Twelfth street 
from Peachtree to West Peachtree street, 
and $3,500 from the $5,000 apportioned 
for the repairing of the Bell street 
bridge. 

Two reports will be submitted upon the 
advisability of -allowing catchpeanies 
at Grant park. They will come from 
the ordinance committee, of which Coun- 
cilman Pomeroy is chairman, and the 
committee on parks, of which Council- 
man Hancock is chairman. They sat as 
a joint committee last Saturday morn- 
ing. 

The majority report, which will be 
favorable to moving pictures and other 
catchpenny devices at Grant park, will 
be signed by Alderman Peters, Alderman 
Holland, Councilman Hancock and Coun- 
cAlman Taylor. The minority report, 
which will be adverse, will be signed by 
Councilman Roberts, Councilman Pome- 
roy and Councilman Oldknow. 

The measure which is to be reported 
upon is the ordinance of Councilman 
Oldknow prohibiting not only catchpen- 
nies, but all other such devices at Grant 
park. 

New Viaduct Bids. 

New bids for the Washington street 
viaduct are to be opened today. ‘This 
is the second bidding, all former pro- 
posals having been rejected by the gen- 
eral council upon recommendation of the 
bridge committee, of which Aldermar 
Holland ig chairman. 

When the first bids were considered 
the bridge committee reported in favor 
of the acceptance of the bid of the Uli- 
ver company ,of Nashville, giving tne 
company the entire work. 

Before the report went to the general 
council, however, Captain R. M. Clay: 
ton, the chief engineer of Atlanta, dis- 
covered defects in the proposal of the 
Oliver company, which he thought wouid 
impair the safety of the structure. He, 
therefore, recammended to the bridge 
committee the rejection of that bid. The 
committee rejected not only the Oliver 
bid, but ali others, and requested new 
proposals. - 

The new bids are to be opened today. 

From the finance committee. of whicn 
Councilman Patterson is chairman, will 
come a recommendation in favor of giv- 
ing the ‘board of health $2,000 with 
which to commence the extermination 
of mosquitoes in Atlanta this year. 
Councilman Roberts will also have some- 
thing on the mosquito question. He will 
offer an ordinance regulating places in 
which water collects and staghates, thus 
affording the mosquito larvae an op- 
portunity to exist.

Russia’s True Situation. 

The Russian government, which is 
in the market for some heavy loans. 
is trying hard to present an optimistic 
world. Count Witte is 
giving out frequent interviews to the 
effect that the empire is now “tran- 
quilized” and on the eve of establish- 
ing constitutional government in the 
interest of making permanent domes- 
tic peace. The revolution is belittled 
as having been “nothing but a social- 
istic demonstration,” and the politica) 
malcontents of a few months ago are 
described as being now placated by 
the prospect of tocal self-government 
as the gracious gift of the czar. 

These roseate pictures drawn by St. 
Petersburg officialdom are said by 
those who ought to know, to be a tis: 
sue of falsehood. As a matter of fact. 
the Russian government has made no 
compromise with fhe _ revolutionists 
and no real concessions to the discon- 
tented but quiescent masses of the 
empire who are secretly in favor of a 
new deal in the shape of govern- 
mental reforms. It is stated that fully 
200,000 political prisoners have been 
thrown in Russian dungeons since 
“Red Sunday” of more than a year 
ago, 30,000 of whom have been trans: 
ported to Siberia, sentenced to long 
terms of penal servitude. The incipi- 
ent revolution was stamped out for 
the nonce with an iron heel, through 
unspeakable Cossack atrocities. 

As for the douma, the so-called rep- 
resentative assembly which will re- 
sult from the general elections in 
May, it is altogether farcical, so far 
as any semblance of democracy is 
concerned. It is said the governmeat 
will dominate it completely, and a few 
of the democrats who were standing 
for election to the body have been 
quietly arrested and sent off to Si- 
beria, 

Maxim Gorky, the author, recently 
described the present condition of 
Russia as follows: 

Russia is pillaged, burned up, ruined. 
The money furnished by the HWuropean 
buyers of Russian bonds merely feeds the 
Cossacks to set on fire our towns and 
villages. The whole country is under 
martial law, and thus gives the right to 
Russian generals to do as they please. 

When the end comes. whatever money 
there may remain jin the treasury, given 
by European bond buyers to aid the gov- 
ernment in slaughtering the Russian peo- 
ple, will be seized by the people and 
used for the real benefit of Russia, 

The reaction has now taken on 
character of an insane anarchy. The 
prisons and fortresses are filled with 
prisoners, and still arrests are being 
made en masse. Hundreds of innocent 
people are being executed, but nothing 
will hold back the great revolution, and 
especially now because the present ab- 
surd actions of the government have 
so provoked the middle classes, which 
have heretofore been the main strength 
of the government, 

The Russian government reminds me 
of a donkey in a flower bed in the 
agony of death, struggling and destroy- 
ing with its hoofs the beautiful flowers. 
The bourgeoisie of Eurepe may sprinkle 
perfume on the dying ass, but it will 


merely at best prolong the agony. Oh!

spilled! 

From all accounts, it is only the 
lull before the storm in Russia. When 
the real revolution comes, it will be 
a repetition of the French revolution.

IN MEMORIAM

In the death of Harry Dewar, which 
occurred in Baltimore on the /|3th ultimo, 
Georgia has lost one of her most valua- 
ble eitizens. and the business world a 
factor not easily replaced. To a large 
section of the state his passing ig a 
calamity. 

Mr. Dewar came to north Georgia from 
Ohio about twenty years ago with his 
father, James F. Dewar, attracted by 
the quality and quantity of the marbl» 
in its hills. He brought financial capital 
and that other eapital which makes for 
success in the' composition of able men, 
business training, faith in the value of 
his work, and strict regard for his con- 
tracts and the rights @f others, to which 
were added a broad charity and tender 
solicitude for the welfare of the humble 
people among whom he was to make his 
home. At his coming the marble indus- 
try was in its infancy, the value of the 
stone unknown abroad and not appre- 
ciated at home. The conditions sur- 


_ rounding the laborer on whom he was to 


rely were desparately unfavorable to a 
highly classed product. the rate of wages 
80 cents per day, comforts of life u®- 
known, schools of a primitive nature and 
widely separated, and the future with»sut 
promise, Such was the situation in the 
Etowah valley when, choosing the lo- 
cality of Nelson, he entered upon the 
work which was to mean so much to 
the ‘people there, to the state and to 
himself. 

Mr. Dewar began a dual labor—the ex- 
tracting from the hills of the virgin ma-- 
ble and creating therefrom forms of 
beauty destined to make famous abroad 
and to enrich his adopted state and ‘the 
development among the hill people of 
those latent qualities whose full fruiting 
is moral nobility. Where he found idle- 
ness he left thrift. Where poverty en- 
slaved prosperity has brought freedom, 
Where ignorance dwarfed, intelligence 
has broadened and deepened. And over 
the rude,. manual training and a quick- 
ened conception has built a new and bet- 
ter life for a people redeemed. Hope, 
with the glory of the. morning shining 
in her eyes, followed the footsteps of 
Harry Dewar into the mountains and 
touched with her rainbow wand the 
lintel of every lonely cabin.

opportunity that promised her advance- 
ment; and that his sagacity and success 
were as striking among the great men 
of the commercial world as were his 
leniency and gentleness among the people 
whose life lines were woven with his in 
the valleys of north Georgia—but whe. 
all is. said, the man himself. the gentle 
ego ®@ still unmeasured. He dwells in 
the soul—echoes of kindly voice, the 
remembered touch of sympathetic hand, 
$he pictures of a deed, the glory of a 
Sacrifice, the promise made and kept. 
The full chord of his lef’se harmony has 
been played, and has died away, but in 
the valleys of the north, the overtones 
sound on in the hearts of the people who 
knowing him well, loved him most. 

The work of this fine citizen, in relation 
to the future of our state cannot well be 
estimated. . The industry to which his 
life was devoted has become firmly fixed, 
and where we were wont to buy, now 
we sell.

The once un- 
Valued asset of our hills, is known to 
every section, though its development 
has but begun. No finer system of

The 
proof of its perfection as a business sys- 
tem lies in the fact that it has not 
felt the shock of change, but moves on 
as ‘Smoothly as its Own machinery 
though sorrow bnoods in the noble man- 
sion on the hill above, and the hand 
that governed is cold upon a heart as 
still. 

We have said farewell] to our friend 
in the fullness of his manhood. when the 
harvest days were almost at hand. The 
noble Mother who gave him to Georgia, 
a strong, brave man of loff{y purpose. nas 
drawn. the coverlet of her sod above his 
last resting place. But it cannot be 
forgotten that under our skies his soul 
unfolded its fairest flowers and bore its 
finest fruit. Nor can we ever forget 
that he was brother to the humble Geor- 
gians of the hills. Yonder, toward the 
sunset, his body sleeps; here. in the 
hushed silences of memory, he waits— 
himself his own best monument. 

To the great cities of this continent 
he has given our stone in classic forms. 
Temple of trade, halls of legislation, 
homgs of wealth, hold mémorites of bis 
genius; and to the artist and the poet 
they whisper their message, but these, 
treasures though they be fraught 
with a meaning to the generations yet 
unborn, fade from mind in the greatest 
of his works—himself. The marble crim- 
bles at last, and its carver is forgot. 
He who would carve for eternity must 
shape himself.in relief against the Hfe of 
hig people and intaglie on their hearts, 
Por such there is the immortality which 
counts; for to have had served a people 
in the development of the God-like, dor- 
meant within them, is to have served 
God. Our friend shaped his own soul in 
the solemn solitudes of the Georgia 
mountains, and the Great Artist has 
taken it into his keeping.

Few persons realize t~- immensity of 
the work performed by the division of 
dead letters in 1825 with an insignificant 
force, it has grown to be the largest 
division of the postoffice department, 
employing 140 persosn, three-fourths of 
whom are women. An aged employee, 
recently deceased after a continuous 
service of more than forty years, recalled 
the time when he and one other cler& 
were able, in the most leisurely manner, 
to open all dead lettars received. The 
same person recailed the fact that it 
was the custom at one time to convey 
unreturnable dead letters to what is now 
the ‘“‘white lot,’ south of the white 
house, where they were burned. | 

The division of dead letters is divided 
inte several sections. The employees in 
each of these have specified duties, in 
which they become amazingly dexterous, 
In the opening section for instance, there 
are experts who have each opened in 
exeess of 3,500 letters in one day. Sur- 
prising proficiency is also*attained hy 
the clerks engaged in correcting wrong 
or insufficient addresses, Thousands of 
apparently hopeless cases of misdirection 
are set aright by these employees. 

Notwithstanding the efforts of the de- 
partment to lessen the amount of dead 
matger by means of printed circulars and 
posted notices to users of the mails, 
giving advice as to means of avoiding 
loss of mail matter, by abserving care in 
addressing, etc., the number of pieces 
f received in the division of dead ‘etters 
eentinues to increase, reacliing a total 
of 11,500,000 in 1905. Letters and pack- 
ages bearing the addresses of senders 
are, under the rules, when delivery is 
net possible, returneg directly from the 
nostoffice of destination to the senders. 
It is surprising that this important 
method of insuring the refurn of mail 
matter. authorized half a century ago, 
is not more generaff¥ employed in cor- 
respondence. 

Of the letters and parcels opened in 
1905, there were inclosures of money in 
76,983; drafts, ete.. in 70,404; photo- 
graphs in 85,315, and postage stamps in 
316,557. Those containing merchandise 
numbereg 331,426. The actual money 
found amounted to $59,101.16, and the 
Wace vague of the commercial paper 
found was $1,603,187.36. The last an- 
nual sale of undelivered merchandise in- 
cluded 115,000 articles, made up into 
8.162 lots, and the proceeds, excluding 
all expenses, netted $7,054.03,

tion, from time to time, among the 
benevolent institutions of the District of 
Columbia. for the use of their inmates, 
or undelivered periodical and other 
printed matter suitable for the purpose.

PLAN TO DRAIN 
DISMAL SWAMP 


Congressman Small Thinks 
Government Could Make 
Good Investment. 


By Jos: Obl. 
Washington, March 18..—(Special.)—Rep- 
resentative Small, of North Carolina, has 
introdueed a bill providing that $3,000,- 
000 of the money hereafter arising from 
the sale of public lands, which would 
otherwise become a part of the reglama- 
tion fund, may be used for the purpose 
of constructing a suitable and compre- 
hensive system of drainage of the lands 
comprising what # known as “The Dis- 
mal Swamp,”’ situated partly in the state 
of Virginia and partly in the state of 
North Carolina. 


The bill provides that the money shal] 
be expended under the secretary of 
agriculture, and that all the expense of 
Such construetion for a period not ex- 
ceeding ten years shall be assesed against 
the lands to be drained in proportion to 
the benelts thereto.

This abrupt invitation to an in- 
terview was fired at “Dummy” Curtis.

It was not the usual cut and dried 
interview, where the opening remark is 
an introduction, and the following one a 
“Welcome to our city,’’ and “How do 
you like it and the people?’ 

“Dummy” Curtis has been in Atlanta 
long enevugh to get acquainted with a 
number of people, and no introduction 
was necessary between the pitcher, who 
cannot talk, and the interviewer, whose 
business it is to ask questions. 

At the Constitution office Saturday 
night he spdke for the benefit of the fans 
of Atlanta, telling of his work in other 
company, and how he liked Atlanta and 
the people, and wanted to make good, 
and hoped to.

This Information, 


Progress of Their Crops, the 
Government Will Only Sug- 
gest, Hereafter, What 
‘the Weather May Be.

Montgomery, Ala., March 18.—The 
weekly and monthly bulletins of the dif- 
ferent sections of the United States 
weather bureau, which have heretofore 
given complete information as to pre- 
vailing weather conditions and effect of 
the same on farm work, planting, prog- 
ress, and maturing of the different crops, 
will hereafter be confined to weather in- 
formation only. 

The branch of .the weather bureax 
heretofore known as the climate and crop 
service has been changed, and will here- 
after be known as the climatelogical 
service of the bureau. 

The local office of the bureau has here» 
tofore had charge of the climate. and 
crop service work in Alabama. Inquiry 
relative to the date when the weekly 
climate and crop bulletins were to ove 
resumed elicited the above infermation. 
It is understood that. the weekly “and 
monthly budletins are stil .to be. issued 
by the Montgomery office, but that all 
crop éinformation’ wiN be" eliminated. It 
appears that similar changes have been 
made’ in the- bureau’ work-in. alk other 
sections of states. 

The weekly climate ard” crop bulletins 
of thé wéather bureau, which..were based 
on reports furnished ‘regularly by 2 
large number of farmers, were considered 
most reliable in every respect, and it s 
thought that they will be missed by 
those interested in crop production. 

Just -what «;rovision. will be made for 
providing a means of furnishing the pub- 
Lic with the information heretefore cov- 
ered by those bujietins has not yet been 
announved.
